WASHINGTON—(INS)— Muscle

Nor- 
ris also commented bitterly on the 
president’s stand. 

The administration may not fare 
so well next December, if Norris 
once again presses his bill. The 
congress which comes in then, with 
its uncertainty of control by either 
major political party, presumably 
would look far more kindly on the 
Nebraskan’s efforts to have the 
government operate Muscle Shoals.

President Hoover met that issue 
squarely in his message of disap- 
proval.

Thus, Mr. Hoover kept pace with 
Presidents Harding and Coolidge 
in keeping the wartime plant idle 
rather than have the government 
run it. The latter, in fact, sub- 
jected a similar bill to a pocket 
veto at the end of a session.

Eager to. View Body 

It was not until Elsie shouted, “I 
wanted to see Arlene, I want to see 
my sister,” that she got near 
enough to view the face of her sis- 
ter. ‘ 

“I’m glad; so glad,” Elsie said 
outside afterwards. “I thought it 
would kill me to look at Arlene 
again. I dreaded it .. . but she 
hasn’t changed at all. She’s just 
like: she was when ‘alive—so sweet, 
so kind, so good. Seeing her com- 
forted me.” . 

When the ‘autopsy was complet- 
ed, the body. was replaced in the 
grey coffin and returned to the 
grave. 

The disinterment took place on 
a quiet, snow-mantled hillside, 
among the tombstones of the 
mother and other ancestors of the 
18-year-old party victim. 

Father Has Breakdown 

Arlene’s brothers, and her sister, 
wept as the steel cased casket was 
disinterred. Charles M. Draves, 
the father, suffered a nervous 
breakdown and could not. be pres- 
ent. State officials with attorneys 
and medical experts representing 
the prosecution and the defense 
stood about the open grave. 

The body was exhumed in ac- 
cordance with an order granted in 
Porter county court late yesterday 
by Judge Grant C. Crumpacker 
upon request of the defense.

WASHINGTON— (INS) —Wide- 
spread corruption among public of- 
ficials in Illinois was found by the 
Wickersham commission investi- 
gators sent to that state, according 
to the additional data covering five 
states s-nt the senate in the clos- 
ing hours of the session. 

In New York they found three 
times as many Volstead violations 
as in any other state in the Union. 

The states covered in the ad- 
ditional evidence were, besides Illi- 
nois and New York, New Jersey, 
Louisiana and Coiorado. 

Prohibition was declared to be 
satisfactorily enforced in Colorado 
but New Jersey was found to be 
very wet. 

Declaring Tllinois “dripping wet,” 
Guy L. Nichols, (an assumed 
name) the commission’s expert, 
found, however, a more menacing 
aspect of the situation was the 
crime and corruption in Chicago. 

“A more menacing problem,” he 
said, “is that of clearing the city 
of graft, political intrigue, boot- 
legging and last but not least by 
any means, racketeering. Racket- 
eering and bootlegging are so in- 
terwoven in organized crime that 
one is inseparable from the other. 

“Racketeefing in the metropoli- 
tan area of Chicago today is af- 
fecting the citizens in a new way— 
through the pocketbook. During 
the last six years, a system of 
criminal exploitation, founded on 
extortion and dominated by gang- 
sters, has thrived with the aid of 
the’ illicit alcohol industry, until 
its properties are almost unbeliev- 
able.

One-Man Filibuster 


Features Close 
In Senate 


BY WM. K. HUTCHINSON 

WASHINGTON,— (INS) — The 
Seventy First congress, which came 
into power in the Hoover landslide 
of 1928, passed into history at noon 
today with the house airing politi- 
cal badinage in light-hearted fash- 
ion but with the senate sullenly 
gagged by a curious one-man fili- 
buster. 

The falling gavels of vice presi- 
dent Curtis and Speaker Long- 
worth terminated the session and 
the congress by constitutional pro- 
vision at the stroke of noon. The 
house was in good humor with 
members debating the merits and 
defects of the Hoover administra- 
tion in striking contrast to the 
senate, which was strangled by 
Senator Elmer Thomas (D) of 
Oklahoma, who filibustered all 
pending legislation to death. 

Thomas Apologizes 

Congress adjourned without 
sending the traditional notification 
to the president. This dereliction 
was caused by the Thomas fili- 
buster as he held the floor right up 
to the stroke of noon.

One important piece of legisla- 
tion was enacted at the final ses- 
sion, when the house accepted sen- 
ate amendments ot the new vet- 
erans’ hospitalization act appro- 
priating, $20,850,000 for hospitals 
and soldiers homes. Later a 
$5,000,000 appropriation was 
jammed through to finance the 
start of this construction work, Re- 
publican leaders exerted an iron 
hand rule to get the measures 
through the house and Thomas 
gingerly yielded momentarily to let 
the senate enact the appropriation. 

Many Measures Die 

Hundreds of bills died with the 
expiration of congress. The list 
was topped by the famous matern- 
ity aid act, the Vestal copyright 
bill, a measure slashing all immi- 
gration by 90 per cent. for the 
next two years and a proposed em- 
bargo on oil products with a limi- 
tation of crude oil imports. Thomas 
gave the death blow to these bills 
by his filibuster but they were 
doomed any way because there 
were other senators ready to talk 
them to death. 

The Thomas filibuster was curi- 
ous. He was angered by the re- 
fusal of the senate to consider the 
proposed restrictions on oil im- 
ports and by its delay in acting on 
a resolution, authorizing an inves- 
tigation of the oil industry.

DREDGING FOR 
PIPELINE WILL 
BEGIN TUESDAY 


Pipe To Be Laid 
Under River 


is being assembled 
and material is expee ly for 
the work of dredging channel 
across the river near here in which 
to lay the six lines of 12-inch pipe 
that will be used for the gas pipe 
line under the Mississippi. 

Dredging will begin about March 
10, and the laying of the pipe will 
follow. 

Pipe will be welded into conveni- 
ent sections on shore and taken by 
barge to the Illinois shore where 
the crossing will begin. The long 
sections Will be welded together as 
the line progresses across the 
river, the flexibility of the steel 
pipe making it possible to have one 
ehd of the line on a barge while 
the middle of the line rests on the 
river bottom. 

At intervals of 20 feet on each 
of the six lines a 1500-pound 
weight will be attached to hold the 
pipe in place on the river bed. 

The line consists of a single 24- 
inch pipe up to the Illinois bluffs, 
two 18-inch lines from there te a 
point near the levee, and six lines 
of 12-inch pipe from there across 
the river. Levees will not be cut 

The smaller pipe is used for 
crossing the river because it is less 
likely to float and also im case one 
line gets stopped up or broken. A 
complicated valve system will be 
installed on each side of the river, 

The lines will be plaged in two 
channels which will be 150 feet 
apart in the center of the stream 
but will run closer together at tae

Elecric current will be furnished 
residents of the Park Plaee addi- 
tion outside the city limits at the 
same rates charged city residents, 
it was decided by the city water 
and light board trustees at a meet- 
ing held Tuesday night. 

At last month’s meeting a reso- 
lution fixing a minimum monthly 
charge of $3 for all residences out- 
side the city served by the muni- 
cipal plant was passed. Monday 
night about 75 Park Place resi- 
dents met and voted to protest 
against the charge on the grotvind 
they had donated to the city poles 
and wires put in the addition at 
their expense. 

A delegation of Park Place dwell- 
ers appeared at Tuesday night's 
meeting and were informed that, 
as far as electricity rates were con~- 
cerned, Park Place.would be con- 
sidered a part of the city, 

Electrical Dealers Protest 

A delegation of 16 loca! dealers 
in electric stoves, refrigerators, and 
other appliances appeared at the 
meeting to protest against the sale 
by the municipal electric plant of 
electrical equipment at low prices. 

The merchants, for whom Clar- 
ence Hahn, J. J. Callahan, George 
Pitchforth, A. R. Howe, and Louis 
Elfers acted as spokesmen, told the 
board they were doing their best 
to sell electric equipment and thus 
enlarge the market for the city 
plant’s current, but that they 
could not meet the low prices 
charged at the municipal light of- 


ce. 

Unless the city either stopped 
selling electrical appliances or sold 
them at prices the merchants could 
meet, many dealers would have to 
discontinue, many electrical lines 
or go out of business ‘altogether, 
the men stated. 

Members of the board told the 
dealers that it was not the inten- 
tion of the city to go into the elec- 
trical business, but the board was 
interested in having placed in as 
many local homes as possible elec- 
trical appliances, especially stoves, 
to insure a large consumption of 
electric current. Members of the 
board denied that the city had sold 
any appreciable number of electri- 
cal appliances other than stoves. 

City Will Quit Sales 

On the motion of C. P. Hanley 
the board voted to discontinue the 
sale by the city of all electrical 
equipment except stoves. It was 
also decided that the city would 
buy the stoves in large quantities 
and sell them to dealers at low 
prices in order to stimulate their 
sale. The city light office will also 
furnish space for dealers wishing 
to give demonstrations calculated 
to increase the sale of electrical 
stoves and other appliances . 

Bids for a year’s supply of coal, 
expected to cost about $15,000, will 
be taken at a meeting of the board 
set for March 17, it was“voted at 
the meeting Tuesday night. 

The board voted to make minor 
extensions in water lines at 1130 
Lucas street and at 1023 High 
street to connect with property 
owned by Joseph Nyenhuis. 

Bills Ordered Paid 

Monthly bills of $17,677 for the 
light plant and $2,671.68 for the 
water works were ordered paid. 
These bills are for materials, 
equipment, and payrolls. 

The board also decided to put 
a new street light at the corner 
of Dolliver and Boise streets; dump 
cinders on the filled ground around 
the water works pump house; give 
Superintendent William Mollis- au- 
thority to buy needed pipe; have 
the ground around the water plant 
cleared up and landscaped; an au- 
thorize Superintendent J. E. Tuttle 
to buy neéded safety equipment for 
Mnesmen and other light plant 
workers.

“THE SPINAL PUNCTURE” 

The spinal puncture is a sur- 
gical procedure whereby a hy- 
podermic needle is passed 
throtigh the skin and _ tissues 
surrounding the spinal column 
and thence through one of the 
small: apertures in that column 
on into the membranes covering 
the Spinal cord until the space 
between the outer covering of 
the spinal cord and the inner 
C0) atime! the. spi] dis 
reached. There a fluid exists 
which continually separates 
these two coverings, and it is this 
fluid that is the object of the 
spinal puncture. When this fluid 
is reached it is drawn into the 
syringe on the outer end of the 
hypodermic needle. 

The fluid withdrawn in the 
spinal puncture is used for tests 
in the diagnosis of diseases sup- 
posed ‘to be peculiar to the spinal 
cord Membranes, but particular- 
ly is this fluid used for the Was- 
serman and Kahn tests for to 
determine the presence of syph- 
illis. “In tropical countries it is 
frequently performed to see if 
the trypanosome of sleeping 
sickness is present. 

Spinal puncture is used, too, 
to extract supposedly excessive 
fluid which may or may not be 
present under certain circum- 
stances, to relieve abnormal con- 
ditions due to pressure. 

Spihal puncture is used to in- 
duce anaesthesia to replace 
chloroform and ether in surgi- 
cal operations, also for the re- 
lief of violent pain in the spinal 
cord and along the course of dis- 
tribution of the spinal nerves. 
Serums and vaccines are inject- 
ed into the cavity outside the 
spinal cord through the spinal 
punefure. It is not an accepted 
prattice in these instances be- 
cause it is fraught with great 
danger and tragic after effects. 

Ig spinal puncture a justifiable 
procedure in the diagnosis and 
treatment of disease of any kind? 
As a routine procedure IT IS 
NOT! Is it a procedure that 


Is it a procedure that is being 
used in a routine way by con- 
sent or by force in Federal and 
State institutions? Ans. Insofar 
as I am able to learn IT IS, but 
much information is not ayail- 
able, due to secrecy and censor 
practiced. Is spinal puncture 
justifiable .under any circum- 
stances? Ans. It is, when pa- 
tient and physician agree to have 
it done it is a matter between 
patient and physician and if 
honestly represented to the pa- 
tient by the physician and per- 
formed with a degree of first- 
class technique and accuracy it 
is_the business of the patient 
and his or her physician and no 
outsiders business. As it is a 
dangerous practice, every self- 
respecting physician will protect 
himself or herself by a written 
witnessed agreement before do- 
ing it. 

—|—The -Effect-of Spins: Puticture 

The first effect of spinal punc- 
ture is what is called a trauma- 
tic effect. The American Illus- 
trated Medical Dictionary de- 
fines TRAUMA as, a wound or 
injury. With this wound or in- 
injury there is the presence of a 
foreign body in relation to the 
tissues around the spinal col- 
umn and further within the 
membranes of the spinal cord for 
a sufficient length of time to 
make an irritation and set up a 
reaction. Then, there is the pos- 
sibility of carrying more or less 
foreign matter through to the 
spinal cord on the needle or 
through the needle in the form 
of particles and air from within 
the needle and syringe. 

This injury and the possible 
entrance of foreign matter to the 
delicate membranes of the cord 
possess very grave possibilities, 
which every conscientious phy- 
sician will weigh very delicately 
before doing it. In fact it is so 
dangerous and leaves such grave 
effects that a physician in priv- 
ate practice just cannot afford to 
do it outside of the hospital or 
sanitarium, where reports of the 
evil effects and possible effects 
(of a fatal nature) can be effec- 
tively censored. 

After passing the needle into 
the space surrounding the spinal 
cord within the spinal column 
and extracting the fluid from 
that space the needle is with- 
drawn and the second stage of 
the spinal puncture commences. 
This is the stage that may be 
called THE AFTERMATH OF

Under the heading number one, 
the greatest danger is from that 
‘ condition known as infection, or 
the entrance of a foreign body 
or bodies and the associated in- 
flamation from reaction to the 
injury. Small particles are li- 
able to be turned ioose in the 
circulation and cause injury at 
some remote part of the body 
particularly in the’ lungs or the 
brain. Then there is the possi- 
bility of piercing a nerve and 
from the resulting inflamation of 
reaction greatly interfere with 
the proper functioning of the 
nerve. One might go on and on 
telling about the unfavorable and 
even disastrous results of this 
rarely called for operation.

lating. | 
It was called “the Hoover con- | 
gress” when it came into] wer si- 
multaneously with the advent of 
the new administration in 1929. 
Republican majorities were large 
in both hoses. For the first time 


since reconstruction days, south- | 
ern states wer. liberally represent- | 
ed by republicans in the house. | 
But “Hoover congress” was a mis- 


nomer—for few congresses in re- 
cent times have clashed more 
sharply or spectacularly with the 
president than has the dying sev- 
enty-first. 

Vetoes Fourteen Laws 

Mr. Hoover’s honeymoon with 
the congress that came into office 
with him las barely a few 
months. He called it into special 
session five weeks after his inaugu- 
ration to take up the relief of ag- 
riculture and to revise the tariff. 
Trouble began almost immediately 
and continued intermittently 
throughoutits life, culminating a 
few days ac in the over-riding of 
his veto on the soldiers’ loan bill 
by literally overwhelming’ figures. 

Fourteen times has Mr. Hoover 
found it necessary to veto laws en- 
acted by  republican-controlled’ 
houses. Twice his vetoes were 
over-ridden by goodly majorities, 
and in other cases only the lash.of 
the party whip enabled him to 
emerge victorious. 

On one occasion the senate re- 
fused to accept President Hoover’s 
nominee for the United States su- 
preme court, rejecting John L. 
Parker. 

Rebellion Unusual 

And a republican-controlled sen- 
ate cast 26 votes against the nomi- 
nation of Charles Evans Hughes 
for the chief justiceship, after a 
bitter fight. Recalcitrant through- 
out, the insurgency and rebellion of 
the 71st became almost unmanage- 
able in its letter days after the 
country had witnessed a year of 
business depression.

An effort will be made at the 
next session to ~evive the equaliza- 
tion fee and export debenture plans 
which were rejected by the admin- 
istration at the outset of the pres- 
ent session.

Passed Pensions Over Veto 

Approval of the Freach deébt 
settlement. 

Enactment of a new civil sexyice 
retirement act. 

Increased Civil war, Spanish war 
and regular pensions for the army 
and navy. The Spanish war in- 
crease was passed over Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s veto. 

Ratified the London Naval trea- 


ty. 

Enacted legislation to transfer: 
the enforcement of prohibition from 
the treasury to the department of 
justice, and increased appropria- 
tions and personnel for enforce- 
ment. 

Abolished the old federal power 
commission, and set up a new one, 
which is the center of heated con- 
troversy. 

Passed three bills sponsored by 
Senator Wagner (D) of,New York, 
intended to provide the federal 
government with means of taking 
regular unemployment census, and 
providing federal planning of pub- 
lic works to relieve eycles of .unem- 
ployment. 

Created a new tariff commisison. 
’ Enacted Shoals Bill 

Increased salaries and decreased 
hours for postal employes. 

Passed over veto, bill increasing 
to 50 per cent loan value of Sol- 
dier’s “bonus” certificates.

Some of them are like 
flowers. Others are like wheels 
and stars. Most of them defy 
description, being of queer forms 
unlike anything else.

Department of Agri- 
culture Issues Sea- 
son Prediction 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,—(Spec- 
jal)—Well informed observers are 
now “very conservative in their 
forecasts of the business situation, 
although general opinion seems to 
favor some improvement by the 
latter part of the year,” the De- 
partment of Agriculture states in 
@ summary of the outlook for ag- 
ficultural production and prices. 

Although field work in agricul- 
ture is getting an early start this 
geason, the department said, there 
ere “many uncertainties” as to both 
production and prices. The small 
amount of rain and snow in some 
eastern and central areas makes 
heavy Spring rains necessary to 
avoid-a recurrence of the drought 
difficulties of last Summer, accord- 
ing to the Department. The state- 


_ ment follows in full text:' 


Field work in agriculture is get- 
ting an early start this season, but 
there are many uncertainties as to 
both production and prices, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, in its March 1 report 
on the agricultural situation. 

; Lack of Moisture 


The bureau says that “the small 
amount of snow or rain is disquiet- 
ing to some eastern and central 
areas where last Summer’s drought 
was so serious, and unless heavy 
spring rains come there may be a 
recurrence of difficulties this Sum- 


mer. 

“Prices of farm products, in gen- 
eral, are below the 1910-14 level, 
with some basic commodities al- 
most going begging for buyers. 
Three “background” factors that 
overshadow the beginning of the 
season, says the Bureau, are ex~ 
isting large stocks of wheat and 
cotton, the industrial depression, 
and the general world-wide decline 
in prices of all commodities.” 

On the financial position of 
wheat and cotton turns the fortune 
of a large group of the farm pop- 
ulation, the Bureau points out, ad- 
ding that ‘any substantial increase 
in consumption of cotton, as well as 
of many other farm products, de- 
pends on the resumption of indus- 
trial activity. _Well-informed ob- 
servers are now very. conservative 
jn their forecasts of the business 
situation, although general opinion 
seems to favor some improvement 
by the latter part of the year.” 

World Price Decline 

“The phenomenon of the general 
world-wide decline in prices of all 
commodities,” says the Bureau, 
“ynderlies the whole situation. This 
rice dec=ne has been going on, 

ith occasional pauses, for 11 years 
and seems to be still going on. It 
is a new experience to this gener- 
ation to have to plan its affairs 
against a background of long-time 
price decline. Agriculture perhaps 
suffers more than any other indus- 
try in such a period. Meanwhile, 
producers are working as best they 
may along the essential line, which 
is that in this period the costs of 
production must be cut to the bone 
and that great caution must be 
exercised in making long-time com- 
mitments.” , 

Th a special report on what is 
termed “the unpromising wheat 
market situation” the Bureau says 
that “the extreme weakness now 
prevailing in world wheat prices 
is largely the result of the unusual- 
ly active competition among wheat 
exporting areas to dispose of this 
season’s relatively large surplus; 
the maintenance of restrictive 
legislative barriers in important 
consuming countries; and the gen- 
eral depression in business and in 
all commodity prices.” 

Continuing on this subject, . the 
Bureau says that “there is little 
information available for the 1931- 
32 crop year. It is much too’ early 
to forecast yields, but no serious 
damage to Winter wheat has yet 
been reported and, should abandon- 
ment and yields be equal to the 
average, supplies for the coming 
year will again be large.”

According to the report, 139,070 
persons are engaged in trade which 
includes insurance, banking, auto- 
mobile agencies, whoesale and re- 
tail trade and the like.

AMES, Ia.—Iowa farm buildings, 
aggregating a. billion dollars in 
value, have not been well-planned 
and are not fulfilling their func- 
tion economically, Henry Giese, 
professor of agricultural engineer- 
ing at Iowa State college, declared 
before the Southwestern Iowa Re- 
tail Lumbermen’s association in 
Council Bluffs. 


Buildings contribute only about 
6 per cent of the direct cost of 
farming, but wasted labor, time 
and feed resulting from poor ar- 
rangement or protection to live- 
stock and feed may, inerease this 
figure greatly. Maferials dealers 
can ée nate much of this econo- 
mic loss in the future by providing 
adequate p service with 
materials sold, he believes.

John Zurcher Will Be

Cemetery

A wide variation in the weights 
of hogs purchased by the various 
packers was found. 
In New England, during one year, 
packers killed a 1,000,000 hogs 
averaging nearly 250 pounds in 
weight. In the adjacent terr 
of New York and eastern Pennsyl- 
vania 3,000,000 head slaughtered 
averaged 170 pounds per head. The 
Pacific coast packers killed hogs 
averaging 187 pounds while the 
Missouri river points used hogs 
weighing about 249 pounds, 
Altho, contrary to other indus- 
tries, agriculture has made little ef- 
fort until recently to meet the spe- 
cific demands of the consumer, 
more attention is being given to the 
demands of various markets. 
Altho hogs may be graded and 
sold to best advantage, growers 
should not over-estimate the de- 
sirability of producing specifically 
for remote markets.
